His idea of the 
practice was that the onus of proof lay 
with the prosecution. 

Mr. Helmoken, quoting from Taylor on 
evddence, argued that conspiracy had 
been established. 

His Honor could not understand w’by 
if against Gee Wing there a’Us a 
strong case of having paid over this 
money, the charge of bribery was not 
lakl agatnst him and prosecuto<l to the 
fullest extent. Even If one witness had 
received money, and he did not say that 
he had, why should all tbe remaining 
witnevses in the case be subjected to a 
term of imprisonment? He could not find 
that tbe men were guilty, and therefore 
acquitted them. 

There is a counter charge of perjury 
laid against several witnesses in the 
conspiracy case.

AN ORIENTAL WEDDING, 


Oriental marriage cereraoniee are the 
most elaborate in the w*orld. and those 
of a Brahmin wedding, spnxid over the 
greater |>art *»f a week, are pn»!»ably the 
most complicated. All the Hindu gods i 
are invited, and on (he first day the pair 
ait under an alcove or canopy with their 
faces fumed to the East, white married 
women w’ave lighted camphor to avert 
the evil eye. 

On the second day the bridegroom ap¬ 
pears eager to make a pilgrimage to 
Benares to wash in the sacred waters of 
the Ganges His future father-in-law, 
after much entreaty, persuades the 
w*oukl-be pilgrim to give up fhe idea, and 
the priests profess readlnaas to accept 
the will for the dt^ed. at the Mme time 
accepting a gift of fourteen flags, by 
which the bridegroom symbolizes bis 
purity or freedom from sin A thread is 
then ti«i to fhe man’s right wrist, and 
I the woman's left, to show riiey are united 
for life. 

The father-in4#w now feigns to b^ 
hub! in the hrid*>groom the great god 
Vishnu himself, and makes an offering to 
him. Then water is poured over the two, 
and the “tali.” a jea*el sef in gold, is tied 
on the bride’s neck, white oa^al paste, 
perfumes and flov’ers, arc offered to the 
guewts. Fire is then brought in, and, 
white a sacrifice is offered to Agnl, the 
couple walk band in hand- seven timea 
round it. and so make the “seven steps” 
—a symbol of everlasting friendship. Tbe 
next day the astri>loger point's out the 
star Arundhati. to impress upon the pair 
the duty of faithfulness. 

Tliey then eat together, and, having 
sprinkled each other whh rice, a final 
bridal procession takes place at night, 
when friends and relafions again avert 
the evil eye by the ceremony of Arati, or 
waving a hirop over the beads of the 
newlj^wedded pair as they past along.—

EARTHQUAKES IN JAPAIN. 


E MOST DANGEROUS OAME. 


About 1,400 earthquake sbocka are 
recorded yekrly in Japan, the land of 
earthquakea, pays Baron Dairoku Ki* 
kuchl In an exhaustive treatise. “Recent 
SolsDu.Iuglcnr iRvestigntiona in Japan,” 
jnst puhHshed for private circulation. 
The number is nof as formidable as it 
Would appear, however, ns much lees 
tlvan fifty ate senalble. Since 1876 fifteen 
earthquakes have occurred sufflcleotly 
severe to eg uhe Iom of life er aeri*>di 
damage to.property. In. October, 1891. 
took place the Great NuooOwmri earth¬ 
quake. in wh(rh 7.000 people were killed, 
over 17,000 Ibjnred, and nearly 20,000 
bniMIngs destroyed. In 1876 the im¬ 
perial government commenced the qrato- 
matic obeeiy^floo rarthqnakee. Of 
the 223 lan^e' shocks recorded since the 
Mriiest riiqe* 47 had their origin in tbe 
Pacific, 17 In tbe Japan Sea. 2 In the 
luhind flea,' 114 iola^, and 48 ar* 
obacnrt:

Mr. Evans, superintendent 
engineer of the Michigan Steamslilp 
Company, wlilch owns the I^leiiaw, 
was here yesterday holding an Inquiry 
into the cause of the accident, and Oapt. 
Whitney, of Seattle, and other naviga¬ 
tors are making an inspection.

To this day the Cberson peasants 
firmly believe that he has only one ear, 
and, noleas the Czar visita them in per¬ 
son and proves to them by optical dem¬ 
onstration that be poaseeaee the cor¬ 
rect number, this extraordinary belief 
will not be shakeii.
